Recognized to God and the World. 

NO Men pretend greater Regard and Deference 
to the Authority andJudgment of Parliaments,thap 
many of thoſe, who inthe Caſe of K. Char/es, con- 
tradit, and give them the Lye. If they Deter- 
mine or EnaCt agreeable to the Humor and Intereſt 
of thoſe Partial Men , they magnify the Judgment. 
of our Repreſentatives to a Pitch near Infallibility, 
and make their Power bougdlefs. But if-many ſuc- 
ceſſive Parliaments Declare, -or Decree, eontrary to 
their Opinions, or Principks, or oppoſite to. their 
Humors and Inclinations, or Credit, no Men leſs 
regard, ſubmit, orconform to,it, than they,

who have fo often, and do ſo frequently declare 
and proteſt againſt the Falſhood and Scandals which 
thoſe Venomous Libels impudently Diſperſe, to 
Reproach His Majeſty's moſt Innocent, and JWllu- 
firious Progenitor,

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T HE Preface to a Sermon will not afford room 
to ſay all I can, to'confute theſe Men, to ſhew the 
Wickedneſs of their Principtes, the Falſenefs and 
Injuſtice of their Reproaches; and the Innocence 
of K. Charles.

Such unjuſt and violent Proceedings 
began ſoon after the Creation, and Fall of 
Man, as appeareth by Carin's murthering 
his Brother Abel. And there have beenma- 
ny in all Ages, who, as St. Fude ſaith, have 
gone in the way of Cain, and have ran gree- 
dily after the error of Balaam for Reward. 
Thoſe of whom the World 'was not worthy, 


Perſe 11, 


Heb. 11. 37, 


38. were, as the Apoſtle ſaith, ſtoned, ſawn aſun- 
der, and flain with the Sword. This was the 
Uſage which Prophets and Holy Men 'met 


with under the Law: And our Saviour 
himſelf, the Apoſtles, and many eminent 
Biſhops which ſucceeded them, met with 
no better underthe Goſpel. 

Our bleſſed Saviour was not only a Lamb 
without ſpot, a Perſon of incomparable Pie- 
ty and Vertue, but alfo, one that went a- 
bout doing good, curing Diſeaſes, 'reſtoring 
che Lame tor their Strength, the Blind to 
their Sight, and the Dead to Life. Bur 
neither his Innocence, nor Benihcence,could 
fecore him: againſt the Blood-thirſty Seribes 
and Phariſees, who often ' fought | his Life, 


and 
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and at laſt, with pretended Forms of Juſtice, 
condemned hin as 2 Malefatfor, and Cru- 
cited him with T hicves. And the Apoſtles, 
when they receive:! the Gitt of the Holy 
Ghoſt, and were tient to preach the Golpel 
to all Nations, they were ſcar as Lambs a- 
mong Wolves ; the purity of their DoEtrine, 
the innocence of their Lives, the benefit of 
their Miracles,could not preſerve them from 
the Violence of Bloody Men: And though 
by their Miracles they ſaved other Mens lives, 
yet by Violence they loſt their own. The 
time would fail me to ſpeak of thole eminent 
Biſhops and other excellent Chriſtians, who 
in all Ages, though harmlels in their Lives 
as thole Gibeonites, but more lerviceable,

we cannot underſtand how they can confiſt 
with thoſe Perfe&tions, yet we ought firmly 
to believe, That the Lord is Righteous in all 
His Ways, and Holy in all His Works. 

And yet this was not ſo great a Difficulty 
az to puzzle the reaſon' of Philoſophical and 
Inquiſitive Men amongſt the Heathens, as 
appears by Plutarch, Simplicius, Cicero, and 
Seneca. 


But I am ſpeaking to Chriſtians, who be- 
lieve God's Holy Word, by which Divine 
Revelation we may beſt be ſatisfied in this 


matter; and I ſhall thence produce a few - 


of thoſe Reaſons, by which the Juſtice of 
God's Providence is Vindicated againlt this 
Objection. ;

1. The Calamities of this Life, which 
may befall the beſt of Men, are conliftant 
with the Juſtice of God's Providence, be- 
caule the beſt of Men, as the Apoſtle faith, 
offend God in many things. And the leaſt 
Sin againſt God, juſtly delerveth the heavieſt 
Calamicies of this Life, the Wages of Sin be- 
ing Death, Eternal as well as Temporal. 
And therefore the Prophet ſaith, Why doth a 
living Man complain a Man for the Puniſh- 


ment of his Sin © That is, no Man can rea- 


ſonably complain, he ſufferech more than he 
delerveth from the Juſtice of God. 


2. Thele Calamities of Good Men are 
conſiſtant with the Juſtice of God's Provi- 
dence, becauſe, by the Wildome and Good- 
nels of that Providence, they receive Be- 
nefit and Advantage from them, which 
David acknowledged, ſaying, It is good 
for me that I have been afflicted. 
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It would take up too much "Time to ſhew 
the many Advantages Good Men receive þ 
| their Sufferings in this Life. In ſhorr, by 
this, they are more fully weaned from the 
| Love of the World, and their Hearts and 
Aﬀe&tions are more firmly ſer upon Spiri- 
| tual and Heavenly Things, and thereby 
their Sufferings yield the Peaceable Fruit of 
Righteouſneſs ; ſo that by this means their 
Title to the Eternal Happineſs of Heaven 
is Strengthen'd and Confirm'd : And this is 
not all ; they arc hereby qualthed and pre- 

red for a-{weeter reliſh of the Felicities of 
that Bliſsful State. The Plenty of Canaan 
was the greater Happinels after the Bondage 
of Ag ypt, and the fcarciry and milcries of 
the Wilderneſs : And an Haven is not fo wel- 
come to thoſe who have Sail'd with fair and 
gentle Gales,. as to thoſe who have met with 
Scorms and. Tempeſts. And that Reſt which 
remaineth f or the People of God, will be re- 
ceived with a peculiar Joy and SatisfaGtion 
by thoſe, whe have been toſſed upon- the 
Waves of a tempeſtuousand unquiet World. 
| And

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And the Peace and Love, che Harmony and 
Concord, which the glorious MARTYR 
of this Day enjoycch with the Saints above, 
is the more {ſweet and pleaſant, becauſe of 
the Tumults and Inſurre&tions, the Con- 
tradition and Scorn, he met with from 
thole who aflumed that Name here be- 


low. 


3- Great Glory redoundeth to God by 
the Patience, the Courage, and Conſtancy of 


his Servants, ſuffering for his ſake, the Vio- 


lence and Oppreſſionof Bloody Men. And 
God's Juſtice cannot reaſonably be queſtion- 
ed for thoſe Diſpoſals of his - Providence, 
which tend to His - Glory as well as the 
Good of Men. God was glorify'd by Job's 
Patience in his Aﬀflictions, as well as by his 
Juſtice and Charity in his Proſperous State. 
And the Royal MARTYR of this Day, 
brought more Glory to God, by his incom- 
parable Patience, Humility, and Conſtancy, 
than other Princes, who were bleſſed with 
Victory and Triumph over their Enemies. 


Laſt, 
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Laſt. Aboye all, a full and clear Vindi- 
cation of God's Providence in this Matrer, 
will appear by the Retributions of the Life 
to come, Were there no other Life but this, 
and no. other Reward for mens Vertue and 
Goodneſs but what they receive in this 
World, then we have an Inſtance by the 
Murther mentioned in the Text, and a far 
greater from that of. this Day ; which will 
yield an unan{werable Argument: againſt the 
Juſtice, of , .God's,.Proyidence. Bur fince 
God bath appointed .a Day, in which he will 
after this Life reward the Sufferings of Ho- 
ly and Janocent Men, with unſpeakable and 
eternal Happineſs, whatſoever they ſuffer in 
this Life, maketh no Argument againſt His 
Juſtice towards them. The Providence of 
God over-his Servants, is to be conſidered 
as one continued Work, from their firft En- 
trance into this World, till they take Poſicl- 
ſion of aberter. And if any of them paſs 
through an afflited Life, an unjuſt and'a

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bloody Death to this blisful State, they have 
no more reaſon to complain/ of Injaltice or 
Severity in God, than' the Tſraelttes had, 
becauſe, God led them- through the” Wil-

The Gibeonjtes "therefore in the ' Text 
could have no reaſon to complain, it - God 
rook thern from a flaviſh'and painful, to a 
blikful and happy Life,” © AHd the! fame we 
may ſay of out {te Soveraign 'this Day 
barbarouſly Murthered, 'whom God rewar- 
ded with"an incorruptible Crown,” tor ' 1o- 
fing one for his ſake, that was'eorruptible 
and fading. And thus haying ſhewed' that 
Innocence is. no. fecurity ' againſt the Vio-

We cannot make a right Eſtimate of 
Mens, Ianocenty ;or Guile, by. whar befals 
them in. this. World, one £vent bappening to 
the Righteous and the Wicked, as the wiſe Man 
ſaith. Therefore as Proſperity is no certain 
Rule whereby to judge of Mens Vertue and 
Goodneſs ; ſo nexher. is, Afliftion'and Mi- 
ſery a ſure Rule ro pronounce them Guilty. 
By this Rule, we nauſt, acquit Sazl and his 
Bloody Houſe, and! gqademn the poor Gi- 
beonites, whoſe Caufe God did plead ; and 
which, would. be a'greater Error, we may 
condemn the whole Army of Martyrs, and.

This Proof depends moſt upon Matter of 
Fact, and of which we have one plain-and 
andeniable Inſtance in the Text. But 
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But the Truth of this may be fanher 
confirmed by many other Matters of the 
like Nature ; bur I ſhall mention but a 
few, 


The First,, I. Colle& from the 23th. 
Chap. of St. Matth. Ver. 35. 36. where 
our Saviour faith, That upon that Generation- 
ſhould come all the righteous Blood ſhed upon 
Earth, from the Blood of righteous Abel, to. 
the Blood of Zacharias. Here ir is plainly 
threatned, that this Generation ſhould ſut- 


fer the Vengeance of God for the Blood of 


Abel, that was ſhed by Cain in the begin- 
ning of the World ; and for the Blood of 
Zacharias, who, it he were. that Zacharias 
mentioned in the ſecond Book of the Chro- 
nicles. (as is very probable) he was (lain a- 
bout Seven: Hundred Years before this Gene- 
ration. 

The bloody Cruelty of the Fews in the 
Crucifixion 'of our Saviour, is another In- 


ſtance, The Deſtruction of Feruſalem by 


the 
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the Emperor Titus, was chiefly for the Pu- 
niſhment of that horrible Murther ; but 
chis was nigh Forty Years after the. Fa, 
and thoſe ſuffered for ir, who were not born 
when it was committed, 

The ſame we may obſerve in the Deſtru- 
&ion of Babylon, of which we read in the 
1 8ch Chapter of the Revelation of St. fohn, 
in the 21ſt Verſe it is faid, A mighty Angel 
took up a.Stone like. « great Mill-ſtone, and caſt 
it into the Sea, ſaying, Thus with Violence ſhalf 
that great City of Babylon be caſt down, and 
hall be found no more at all. 

I ſhall not. enter into the conſideration of 
whar City St. Fobn meaneth by this City of 
Babylon; and whether, this Prophely was 
falfilled in the DeſtruCtion of the OldHeathen 
Rome, which was the Opinion of ſeveral of 
the antient Fathers, or 1s yet to be fulfilled 
by the Deſtruction of this Prefenz Rome, 
which is the Opinion of later Interpreters. 
That which I obſerve is, that in the Deſtru- 
ction of Babylon Men are punifhed, not 

only 
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only for their own bloody Cruelties, bue al- 
ſo tor thoſe that were committed by their 
Anceſtors, and in the Ages before them. 
And this is evident from the laſt Verfe of 
that Chapter, And in her was found 
the Blood of the Prophets, and of Saints, and 
of all that were ſlain upon the Earth. So 
that they were charged with the bloody 
Cruelties of others in preceding Ages, and 
were punifhed for them. Theſe Inſtances 
as well as that in the Text, are a full 
Proof of the Truth of what was obſer- 


ved. 
I procecd in the 


2d, Place, to ſhew in what Caſes God 
taketh this Method, and inflicts Judgments 
on the preſent for the Oppreſſion and Vio- 
lence of Bloody Men, in paſs'd Genera- 
tions. 

This is not the conſtant Method of the 
Divine Proyidence, but only in ſome _ 
cular 
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cular Caſes, in which the Juſtice of His Pro- 
vidence cannot realonably be queſtioned, 


and they are ſuch as theſe that fol-

That was an Oath taken by Joſhua and the 
Princes of 1ſrael, ſome Hundred Years be- 
fore SauPs time : But the Authors of this 
Day's Murther, had Perſonally taken the 
Legal Oath of Alegiance, and that Illegal 
one of the Covenant, and were obliged by 
both to preſerve the Life of this excellent 
Prince, and his Honour too. 


And if we proceed to compare our Caſe 
with thoſe bi taeck in which you 
heard God inflits Judgments for the Blood 
and Violence of a preceding Generation, 
we may ſee farther Cauſe to fear, that when 
God maketh Inquiſition for Blood, that of 
this Day may be remembred. 


Did not David, as you hear befored, mind 
the killing of the Gzbeonites, nor the Hard-

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Cruelty? Is it not plain, the Two laft 
Kings (tho' ſamrhing was done to avenge 
their Father's Blood) had little Regard to

Were the Jews Puniſhed for Crucifying 
our Saviour Forty Years after, becaule they 
owned and juſtified that bloody Fact > And 
were the Scribes. and Pharifees threatned to 
be puniſhed for the Blood of Abel and Za- 
charias, becauſe they were a&ed by the 
ſame Temper and Principies , by which 
thoſe unjuſt and cruel Actions were com- 
mitted 2 Ir is plam, our Cale carrieth 
great Reſemblance to theſe. For, are there 
not Books openly Printed and Sold, in 
which the Murther of this Day is Juſtified ? 
Do we not in Converlatien often hear the 

Righ- 
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Righteous Cauſe of our late Murthered 
Soveraign Arraigned and Condemned, and 
his ſacred Memory Blaſphemed ? And by 
this it is plain, there are many amongſt 
us, . who want nothing but Age, to have 
appeared in the Conrr, in which the late 
King was Condemned, or on the Scaffold 
on which he was Executed.

Were not 
thole who appoint ſo many Faſts for the 
private Concerns of a Conventicle, ſo Fro- 
ward, as to Deſpiſe this which is Command- 
ed by Authority, for a General and Publick 
Good? Did we all Aſſemble this Day, to 
Humble our ſelves before God for our Sins, 
to declare our Abhorrence for the Murther 
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of this Day, and to Deprecate the Venge- 
ance it may provoke GOD to Inflict? 
Did we to ſuch an Obſervation of this Day, 
add a fincere Reformation of our Lives, en- 
deavouring to live Peaceably and quietly in 
all Godlineſs and Honeſty, then we might turn 
our Fears of Divine Vengeance, into Hopes 
of Enjoying many Years of Peace and Pro- 
ſperity under His preſent Majeſty, whom 
GOD hathſetoverus: Which God of his 
_ Mercy grant, through Feſus Christ our 
ord.
